Retail Food Clerks 
Collect Over $500 
In Back Wages 


Management Agrees to 
Pay Back Wages After 
Union Places Picket Line 
In Front of Establishment 


Five hundred and twenty dollars 
and ninety-seven cents! 

That’s what the Retail Food 
Clerks’ Union, Local No. 870, col- 
lected from the management of the 
Sacramento market in Berkeley for 
two union workers, Johnnie Nolan 
and Louise James. 


The above amount represents 
$4.00 a week, shortage in the pay 
envelopes of the two unionists for 
the past 10 months. 

Cashier checks were received 
from the management after the 
union had placed a picket line in 
front of the place of business early 
this week, James Suffridge, union 
president reported. The pickets 
were in front of the market for 
only one-half day when the man- 
agement agreed to pay the wage 
differential. 


New Year's Will Be 
Red Letter Day for 
Social Security 


Uncle Sam to Start Paying 
Pensions to More Than 
900,000 Aged Persons 


The approaching New Year's 
will be a red-letter day in the na- 
tion’s history. It will mark the 
greatest stride toward social se- 
curity ever taken by any country. 

On that day Uncle Sam will start 
sending checks to more than 900,- 
000 of the 45,000,000 men, women 
and children who are covered by 
the contributory old age pension 
feature of the social security act. 
During the year they will receive 
a total of approximately $120,000,- 
000. 

That, however, is only a starter. 
By the end of 1944, the social se- 
curity board estimates, benefits of 
more than $2,093,000,000 will have 
been paid, and that is $1,500,000,000 
more than they would have been 
paid had the act not been liber- 
alized. 


Larger Pensions 
Paid Sooner 


Changes in the act adopted last 
summer increased pensions and 
made them payable at the begin- 
ning of 1940 instead of in 1942, as 
originally planned. 

In addition to benefits for the 
worker himself when he is 65, the 
new law provides that his wife at 
65 shall receive half the amount of 
his benefit. If at that age she is a 
widow, she receives three-fourths 
of his benefit, payments to con- 
tinue as long as she lives. The 
younger widow receives a pension 
if there are children in her care. 
Her monthly check will be for 
three-fourths of her husband’s pen- 
sion. Each child’s benefit is one- 
half. Both are payable until the 
child is 16, or 18, if in school.

important matters.” 


1. Termination of Awards by In- 
surance Companies—Compensation 
awards are made by the industrial 
accident commission after a full 
hearing of the cases. Invariably 
compensation payments have been 
stopped by the insurance carrie: 
or employer upon the filing of a 
petition to terminate the award 
and it has been the policy of the 
commission not to enforce the 
awards pending determination on 
the petition to terminate. 

This has made it possible for in- 
surance companies and employers 
to unduly harass injured workers 
and oftimes forced them to settle 
for much less than what they were 
rightfully entitled to. 


Makes Change in Policy 

We have contended that payment 
of compensation under an award 
should not be stopped by anyone 
until an award is officially termi- 
nated after proper hearing, and 
that there is nothing in the law to 
prevent 


forcing an award pending fei; 


hearing on the petition to termi-| 
| nate. 


The director of the commission 
took the position that this could 
not be done under the law. The 
federation presented the matter to 
the director of the commission 
orally, and on November 6. 1939, 
submitted to him a written mem- 
orandum showing how the change 
in policy could be made without 
violating the law. 

On November 21, 1939, the com- 
mission adopted a resolution which 
provides that the commission will 
issue a certified copy of an award 
upon application by an injured 
person, showing a continuing dis- 
ability, which is tantamount to as- 
suring the injured person of com- 
pensation payments until the case 
is officially terminated after proper 


hearing, through channels provid- 
ed by law. 
Under the new procedure, as cov- 


ered by the commission’s resolu- 
tion, when an insurance carrier 
files a petition to terminate an 
award, aimed at stopping pay- 
ments, the worker may petition 
the commission for a_ certified 
copy of the award. By filing this 
certified copy with the county 
clerk the injured person may ob- 
tain judgment and a writ of ex- 


ecution, and thereby insure the 
continuation of payments under the 
award until it is officially termi- 
nated by the commission after giv- 
ing the worker a full hearing 
Fight “Racket” 

2. Light Work Ratings — For 
years the federation has advocated 
a change in the policy of the com- 
mission which would do away with 
the “light work racket,’ under 
which an injured worker is classi- 
fied as capable of doing light 
work, and compensation payments 
reduced by one-half or more as a 
result. 

The commission has acceeded to 
the federation demands and 
changed its policy in this matter. 
Under the new policy an injured 
worker may now receive full com- 
pensation until able to return to 
the employment in which engaged 
at the time of injury. 

Hernia Cases Compensable 

3. Hernia Cases—Another abuse 
the federation has consistently 
fought has been the commission 


contention that hernia, or rupture, 
cases are not entitled to compen- 
sation, and that sufferers incident 
to industrial cases are only entitled 


to hospitalization. 

The federation pointed out to the 
director of the commission that 
this evil could be eliminated by a 
change in policy, and that no 
change in the law was necessary. 

The commission has now adopted 
a policy that hernia cases are com- 
pensable and that workers suffer- 
ing such injuries will hereafter be 
entitled to compensation where the 
injury is sustained in the course of 
employment. 

To Correct Other Abuses 

“There are still many abuses to 
be corrected, and it is to be hoped 
that the consistent and persistent 
battle being waged by the federa- 
tion for the rights of the workers 
will continue to bring results,” 
Vandeleur said. 

“The workers and organizations 
who have conscientiously support- 
ed the federation’s program in de- 
manding these reforms are to be 
congratulated, and we pledge them 
all assistance possible,” he said.

STATE FEDERATION 
ASKS FULL-PARDON 
FOR BILLINGS 


Resolution Sent Governor 
Olson Asks Civil Rights 
Restored to Warren Billings 


An appeal to Governor Cul- 
bert L. Olson to act quickly in 
restoring the civil rights of 
Warren K. Billings was made 


today by the California State 
Federation of Labor as a result of 
action by the executive council of 
the state body. 


Billings was freed from prison in 
October, when Governor Olson, on 
recommendation of the state su- 
preme court, commuted his life 
sentence to time served. Because of 
legal technicalities incident to a 
prior conviction Governor Olson 
has not given him a full pardon, 
and while he is at liberty he enjoys 
no civil rights and cannot engage 
in business or enjoy his complete 
freedom, it was pointed out by Ed- 
ward D. Vandeleur, secretary of 
the federation. in announcing the 
appeal. 

Vandeleur said that 
the executive council 
had been sent direct to Governor 
Olson in behalf of the executive 
group, and that every A. F. of L. 
union in California has been asked 
to join in the plea for quick action 
on a complete pardon for Billings. 

In to Gov- 
ernor said, in 
part: 

“The council expressed its 
belief that you have the au- 
thority to grant a full and 
complete pardon in the case. 

“Since Billings’ former con- 
viction was not pleaded against 
him at his trial there appears 
to be a reasonable doubt of its 
validity, as interpreted in Bill- 
ings’ case, and it would seem 
that such doubt should now be 
resolved in his favor.

Facing the Facts 


with PHILIP PEARL 


Is the political color scheme of the CIO red or just merely pink? Let’s 
take a look. 

First we will turn the magnifying glass on John Brophy. Is Mr. Bro- 
phy a communist? He denies it. But when John L. Lewis inaugurated 
an alleged red-purge in the CIO a month ago, Mr. Brophy headed the 
list of purgees. He was demoted from national director of the CIO to 
director of local industrial unions. Just what did this mean? Nothing. 
For only a couple of weeks later Mr. Brophy was sent by Mr. Lewis to 
attend the convention of the CIO’s New York state body. And Mr. 
Brophy’s address to the convention was reported in the New York Times 
as follows: 

“Earlier in the day John Brophy * * * advised against any effort to 
discriminate against communists in the CIO.” 

Second of the purgees was Harry Bridges. He was demoted by Lewis 
from the job of west coast director of the CIO and his sphere restricted 
henceforth to the state of California. But the CIO has scarcely any 
members on the west coast except in California. So what does that 
purge mean? Is Mr. Bridges a communist? He denies it. 

Is Joe Curran, head of the CIO’s national maritime union, a com- 
munist? He denies it. But he can’t deny the fact that the communist 
party controls and dominates his union. Mr. Curran was not disturbed 
in the purge. 

Is Michael Quill, head of the CIO’s transport workers’ union, a com- 
munist? He denies it. But Mr. Quill refused to denounce the Hitler- 
Stalin pact. And for that reason the American labor party, political arm 
of the CIO in New York city, refused to indorse Mr. Quill for reelection 
to the city council. Mr. Quill was defeated. But Mr. Quill was not dis- 
turbed in the Lewis “purge.” 

RIGHT IN HEADQUARTERS 

We could go on listing high CIO officials, whose political color-scheme 
is questionable, beyond the space limitations of this column, but now we 
want to take a trip backstairs into CIO headquarters and see what goes 
on there right under Mr. Lewis’ nose. 

The CIO dictator’s closest advisers are Lee Pressman, his counsel, and 
Len DeCaux, editor of the CIO publications. Both have been branded 
as fellow-travelers in numerous recent articles but have not taken the 
trouble to affirm or deny the accusation. There is more concrete evi- 
dence along the same lines. Some weeks ago Mr. Louis Stark, veteran 
labor reporter for the New York Times, published a story to the effect 
that Sidney Hillman and Phil Murray, both CIO vice presidents, were 
enraged at Pressman and DeCaux. Mr. Stark said Hillman and Murray 
accused Pressman and DeCaux of editing out references to communism 
from official CIO statements. The inference was that these two CIO 
leaders suspected their subordinates of trying to shield communism by 
subterfuge from CIO criticism. 

That would seem to look bad for Messrs. Pressman and DeCaux. But 
was anything ever done about them? Were they purged? They are still 
operating at the same old stand and, for all we know, playing the same 
old game. 

On the other hand, the attitude taken by Messrs. Hillman and Murray 
would seem to look well for them. After all, if they opposed the alleged 
pro-communist censorship practiced by Pressman and DeCaux, then that 
would mean they opposed communism. Maybe. The facts are that Hill- 
man and Murray had ample opportunities to denounce communism at 
the CIO convention but both were mum on the subject. 

MUM’S THE WORD 

Why is the CIO so touchy on the subject of communism? If that or- 
ganization is free of the red taint, why doesn’t it say so. Surely the CIO 
is not inarticulate. Their spokesmen may be mum about communism 
but they certainly do not pull their punches in hysterical condemnation 
of anyone who accuses the CIO of being linked with communism. 

The proverb says there are none so blind as those who will not see. In 
this case—the CIO and communism—there are none so blind as the 
color-blind. The CIO attitude, from what we can gather, is that it is 
color-blind. It cannot distinguish one political color from another. Espe- 


Once upon a time the same affliction affected that segment of our 
population known as radicals or pinks. The pinks could not see red. 
They freely expressed their sympathy with that “noble experiment,” the 
soviet revolution. You might ask how they felt about mass assassina- 
tions. You might ask how they regarded suppression of civil liberties 
in soviet Russia. They winced but they waved it away. Quickly and 
glibly they came up with excuses, the sum total of which amounted to 
the plea that the end justifies the means. 

But now all that has changed. The pinks are seeing red just as the 
rest of us are. They might stomach Stalin but they can’t take Hitler. 
And it has become obvious now even to the color-blind that Stalin and 
Hitler are in the same boat and fellow-traveling in the same direction 
toward the same goal. Of course, it is only a question of time until one 
or the other starts rocking the boat and gets tossed out. But the phony 
idealism of Stalinism has been exposed.

ClO RULED OUT BY JUDGE 


State Federation of Labor Carries Case to 
Court; Labor Board’s Decision Severely Beaten 


An important victory for the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor was 
written into the record during the 
past week by the U. S. circuit 
court at San Francisco in the long 
fought Cowell Portland Cement 
company case agatnst the national 
labor relations board, 


The court on November 28, in a 
sharply worded and sweeping opin- 
ion overruled a national labor re- 
lations board order which had di- 
rected the Cowell company, of Con- 
tra Costa county, to dissolve its 
closed shop contract with the A. 
F. of L. Lime and Cement Em- 
ployes’ Union No. 21074. 

Commenting on the decision Ed- 
ward D. Vandeleur, secretary of 
the California State Federation of 
Labor, stated: 


“This decision is of the ut- 
most importance to organized 
labor. It holds that under our 
system of constitutional gov- 
ernment, a governmental agen- 
cy may not use highhanded 
methods and destroy a union’s 
contract and deprive workers 
of their jobs without giving 
them their American right of 
having their day in court. 

“We are to be congratulated 
that in these times of despot- 
ism we have judges who are 
vigilantly protecting the civil 
rights of the people,” he said. 
The decision was written by Cir- 

cuit Judge William Denman.

The A. F. of L. union carried the 
fight to the U. S. ‘circuit court, re- 
ceiving throughout the litigation 
the full support of the California 
State Federation of Labor. Attor- 
ney Charles J. Janigian, represent- 
ing the union, intervened in the 
court and urged that the labor 
board order to be set aside on the 
ground that the A. F. of L. union 
had been deprived of its constitu- 
tional right of notice and an op- 
portunity to be heard, and pointed 
out that the board knew of the ex- 
istence of the A. F. of L. union; 
knew that a contract had been en- 
tered into and yet gave no intima- 
tion either in the complaint it is- 
sued or otherwise that it intended 
to set aside the contract. 


Counsel stressed the argument 
that the board could not conclude 
the contract was illegal until the 
A. F. of L. union was given legal 
notice to appear and present its de- 
fense, mere indirect notice being 
insufficient. 

The court upheld the contentions 
of the A. F. of L. union in the fol- 
lowing language: 

“The A. F. of L. union contends | 
that under the decision of the Con- 
solidated Edison company v. na- 
tional labor relations board, 305 
U. S. 197, it was entitled to have its 
day in the proceeding leading to 
the order purporting to destroy the 
closed-shop contract.

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Low Standards in Germany 


Labor and the Middle Classes Under 
Hitler’s Nazi Dictatorship 


The American Federation of Labor has frequently and em- 
phatically denounced the destruction of the rights of the people, 
and especially of the rights of the workers under the nazi regime 
sponsored by Hitler and his associate dictators in Germany. 


The following statement by Hewlett Johnson, the dean of 
Canterbury cathedral, gives added force to the declarations of 
the American Federation of Labor: 


“The ruthlessness of Hitler in the maintenance of armament 
capitalism is entirely logical, and with Teuton thoroughness he 
employs every weapon he possesses, and so far with singular 
success. 


“The working-class movement in Germany has been smashed, 
and a new class of soldier-worker, trained from childhood in 
implicit obedience, takes its place. The lower-middle-class man, 
small business man and the petty shop-keepers by whose efforts | 
very largely the new fascist order was established, have been| 
crushed out, or intolerably crippled; the standard of living falls. 
and the large armament-capitalistic groups extend almost indefi- 
nitely their wealth and power. 


“During the Hitler regime the social services have been 
drastically cut, some of them halved. Labor has been driven 
down to a condition approaching serfdom. A man must go 
where he is sent and take the wages of that job, whatever the 
sacrifice involved. The decree of January, 1939, forcing girls 
to labor service, completes the series of decrees compelling all 
young people leaving school to go where they are sent. The 
power of choice is removed at the threshhold of life. 


“Capitalist control of labor in Germany is complete. The 
right to strike has gone, the right to free movement has gone, 
and to crown it all, not a minimum but a maximum wage is fixed. 
The decree of June, 1938, was issued in order to make it im- 
possible for non-armament employers to entice away, by offers 
of higher wages, workers from armament factories. 

“The middle classes, especially the salaried class, suffer too. 
The man with fixed salary cannot, like the artisan, increase his 
pay by increasing his hours and thus earn more to meet the cost 
of rising prices. 

“The savings effected by lowered wages and lengthened 
hours flow into the pockets of share-holders and create a fresh 
crop of millionaires and multi-millionaires. 

“Germany’s year books are eloquent. Between 1932-1937 
Germany’s total national income increased by over 2,000 million 
pounds. By far the greater part of that sum never reached the 
pockets of the masses of the German people, nor returned to 
them in social benefits. During the Hitler regime the average 
rate of dividends rose from 2.80 in 1932 to 5.70 at the end of 
1937.”

Mr. Green traced the influ- 


ence of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor in the origin and de- 
velopment of the international la- 
bor organization from before the 
Armistice in 1918 until it became 
an effective world institution for 
the promotion of improved condi- 
tions for workng men and women, 
and the loyalty of the A. F. of L. 
to the I. L. O. through the inter- 
vening years. 

The text of Mr. Green's address 
follows: 


I esteem it a privilege and pleas- 
ure to participate in this celebra- 
tion of the twentieth anniversary 
of the first international labor con- 
ference which was held in the city 
of Washington from October 29th 
to November 29, 1919. 

In 1914 the American Federation 
of Labor at its annual convention 
in Philadelphia, adopted a resolu- 
tion introduced by Samuel Gom- 
pers demanding that a world labor 
conference be held to consider the 
interests of working men and 
women at the same time and in 
the same place as the peace confer- 
ence. 


Before the armistice on Novem- 


ber 11, 1918, the executive council 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor formulated plans for an inter- | 
national labor conference to deter- | 
mine labor’s proposals for the 
peace treaty. The council appoint- 
ed a committee of five consisting 


of Samuel Gompers, James Dun- 
can, John R. Alpine, Frank Duffy 
and myself, to represent the fed- 
eration at such a conference. 


Through the efforts of the Amer- | 


ican Federation of Labor and other 
labor organizations functioning in 
the countries that participated in 
the war, a commission on interna- 
tional labor legislation was set up 
under the Paris peace conference 


in the early part of 1919. Samuel | 


Gompers was named a member of 
that commission by President Wil- 
son and was elected chairman. 

Mr. Gompers not only directed 
the work of the commission that 
was responsible for the labor chap- 
ter of the peace treaties, but he 
succeeded in having included in 
that chapter the statement of prin- 
ciples which is known as “labor’s 
bill of rights.” This statement pro- 
claims that labor is not a commo- 
dity; that it has the right to or- 
ganize and bargain collectively; 
the right to humane working con- 
ditions; and the right to a reason- 
able standard of living. 

A. F. of L. Executive Council 
Favored the I. L. O. 

It was provided in the constitu- 
tion of the international labor or- 
ganization that the first interna- 
tional labor conference should be 
held in the fall of 1919. At the in-

“We heartily concur in the ex- 
pression of continued support given 
by our government to the interna- 
tional labor organization and hope 
that the time of a lasting peace 
will soon arrive.

Peace among the peoples of the 
world depends not upon the mere 
existence of brute force but largely 
upon the _ consolidation of the 
forces of decency. Peace cannot 
long exist upon a foundation of 
fear. Peace thrives only in an 
atmosphere of justice, justice 
founded upon righteousness and a 
determination to respect the ele- 
mental rights of all mankind. 
Wars Result from Injustice 

War rages today because justice 
did not exist among the peoples of 
the world and because those na- 
tions in which some justice existed 
had not adequately shown their 
determination to preserve that jus- 
tice against aggression. 

The purpose of those who par- 
ticipated in the formation of the 
international labor organization 
was to prevent the recurrence of 
the catastrophe of war through the 
establishment of standards of eco- 
nomic and social justice through- 
out the world. 

In 1919 the American Federation 
of Labor, under the inspiring lead- 
ership of President Gompers, set 
forth the principle that peace 
should be formulated and consum- 
mated not by the generals of armed 
forces alone, but with the full par- 
ticipation of labor representatives 
| of labor organizations in all coun- 
tries. The wisdom of that plan has 


sequent events. 

The justice which the founders 
of the international labor organiza- 
tion had in mind was not a legal- 
jistic form of human relationship 
|}but rather a simple, workable 
framework for the realization of 
economic justice. 

That is one strong reason why 
we of the American Federation of 
Labor wholeheartedly agreed with 
President Roosevelt’s action 
sanctioning the entry of the United 
States into the international labor 
organizaion.

Plumbers and Gas 
Fitters’ Notes

During the week, Mr. Pelton, 
general contractor, erecting build- 
ings on east 14th street, San Lean- 
dro, whose work has been picketed 
for a_ consid- 
erable time, 
has signed an 
ag reement 
with the Ala- 
meda County 
Building 
Trades Coun- 
cil with the 
assurance that 
all of his work in the future will 
be done under union conditions. 
Signing of this agreement carries 
with it the unionizing of the sub- 
contractors or their removal from 
his future work. In consequence, 
Mr. Fred Volkman, master plum- 
ber, 2918 east 23rd street has also 
signed an agreement, and has been 
instructed regarding the working 
rules of this union as endorsed by 
the council. The agreement he has 
signed states that if at any time in 
the future he violates the rules of 
this local union, the cost of main- 
taining a picket on the job must 
be borne by himself. 

It once more becomes my duty 
to remind the members of the lo- 
cal union that we recognize and en- 
force a five-day week on all con- 
struction work. Permission to work 
on Saturday morning is allowed to 
the extent of jobbing and repair 
work only. No work is permitted 
on Saturday afternoon, Sunday, or 
holidays, unless permission is ob- 
tained from the business represen- 
tative before starting the work. 
Numerous complaints have been 
received at the office to the effect 
that plumbing wagons are to be 
seen on the streets all day Satur- 
day, operated on some occasions by 
members of the local union, and on 
other occasions by registered ap- 
prentices of the local. 

A word to the wise should be suf- 
ficient, and violations of this na- 
ture will be prosecuted to the full- 
est extent. The executive board is 
on record as, when a complaint is 
received the member reporting the 
complaint and the member on 
whom he is making the complaint 
must appear before the executive 
board, and be tried by the union.

Researchers for the national la- 
bor relations board said this week 


they had found in a survey of 
sixty ‘company dominated unions” 
that the majority were organiza- 
tions once dissolved by the board 
and then re-established. 


The researchers reported that 
they found that many were formed 
coincident with a strike or “back- 
to-work” movement, that company 
time and property was used for re- 
cruiting, and that company super- 
visors participated in the organiza- 
tion and functioning of the so- 
called independents. 


Outside unions, the division said, 
were freqyently disparaged and 
union members threatened with 
discrimination.

“The most reprehensible, dishon- 
est, corrupt and inhuman case I 
have ever been called upon to dis- 
pose of,” declared Federal Judge 
W. Calvin Chestnut this week when 
he sentenced a clothing concern 
convicted of wage and hour act 
violations. 


Usually the judge 1s placid and 
conservative, but he made no at- 
tempt to conceal his anger and in- 
dignation. He had just heard evi- 
dence that Samuel Saffer & Co., 
clothing manufacturers, had run 
away from New York to Baltimore 
to escape labor regulations, that 
they had paid workers less than 
the legal minimum wage and then 
had destroyed their records to hide 
their offense. 


Charles and Joseph Younch, 
members of the firm, were fined 
$5,000 each, placed on probation for 
two years and directed to make 
restitution to the defrauded work- 
ers.
